A simple sératch from a barbed 
wite barricade in the morning. developed: into 
a pus pocket by evening, a blood-poisoning 
fever in: another day, and amputation or death 
within a week. 


A bullet or shell fragment or ‘habeas thrust 
would gather some tétanus germ’ or gas gang- 
réné hacteria or other dread niicrobés as it

his body—there to multiply and breed gallop- 
ing ptitrefactions while he lay 6n the field or 
in a shell héle waiting to be picked up by the 
litter bearers.
